The total crop for the state was

Thus is an increase of a p ­ 
proxim ately 3,000,000 bushels in pro­ 
duction and $2,200,000 in value over 
the previous year.

umbra, or darkest spot of the sh a d ­ 
ow which produce, the total eclipse. 
will brush the e a rth ’s surface for 
only 38 m inutes, from a point near 
San Francisco to southern M ontana 
Along this short stretch the eclipse 
will be total, and the sun s corona 
and scarlet prom inences will bf? visi­ 
ble. but for a very short time. 
The greater duration of totality 
at any place will be only a second 
and a half. 
Elsewhere along the central track 
the eclipse will be annular, th a t Is 
to say. the moon will pass centrally 
before the sun, but it will appear 
slightly sm aller, leaving a thin ring 
of the sun uneclipsed.
